WHY AUSTRALIA GETS MORE 


A correspondent suspects that Australian wheat 
growers have some advanta othe an the 
depreciation of their currency, which help to give 
them better prices for wheat than Canadian growers 
are getting 

The Australians, he says, ha developed a type 
of wheat that is aperior to and draws a 
premium in the British marke their wheat is 
grown closer to the sea and rail freight rates are 
lees than in Canada, and Australia is closer to the 
Japanese market, where it sells a good share of its 
crop. 

But in his report of February 15th, Mr. D HOR 
Canadian trade commissioner at Melbourne, states 
that while Australian growers were getting fro: 


2s to 2a 6d per bushel of 60 pounds, 


* 


more money for their wheat in England than was 
being paid for Canadian wheat. 

Of course the Australian wheat fields are closer 
to the sea-board than those of western Canada, and 
the saving in rail freight is undoubtedly consider- 
able. On the other hand, Melbourne is six times 
farther from Liverpool than Montreal, and fhe 
difference is ocean freights goes to off-set the 
difference in rail rates 

Yokohama is on!y slightly closer to Melbourne 
difference 


than Vancouver, and the freight is 
negligible 

The freight factor cannot therefore play any 
large part in explaining why the Australian grower 
receives a higher price than the Canadian 
grower 

The only factor that does explain this is that 


the Australian grower gets a larger number of 
“dollars” than the Canadian grower for each pound 
the British buyer pays for wheat. 

And whatever other advantages Australia may 
have, if it has any, the more they are and the 
greater they are the less it is possible that the 
Canadian grower can compete with the Australian 
grower while he has to carry the heavy handicap 
of a “sound money” valuation of his wheat 
wheat cargoes “do not command any premium” 
in Great Britain.

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The Passing Show

Blame it on the depression that the portraits of 
fifty predecessors of the preseent young Earl! of 
Egmont brought less than $1500 when they were 
sold at Christie's Galleries in London a few days 
ago. : 
Two years ago, when the present earl's father 
quit his Alberta ranch to assume the title and the 
family estates, he sold the portrait of one of the 
previous earls of Egmont for $12,000. It was by Sir 
Joshua Reynolds. Rich Americans in search of 
ancestors are the best buyers at these sales, so per- 
haps the depression accounted for the poor 
demand. There were no American plutocrats, or if 
there were such, they took no more interest in the 
old earls of Egmont than does the present wearer 
of the title. Many of these lordly Percivals strutted 
gallantly across the stage in their day. One of them, 
Spencer Percival was prime minister of England. 
He had the added distinction of meeting his death 
by murder in the lobbies of the House. His picture, 
frame and all, only brought twelve guineas. 

But how account for two Mauritius stamps—a 
penny orange red and a two penny blue bringing 
at Plumridges near by, £2400 and £1750 respec- 
tively. Any collector who in these days would give 
£2400 for an old stamp has more monéy than sense 
or anticipates a good sticker crop.

Down at Vancouver a group of evangelists— 
most of them of the well-to-do class—are seeking 
to convert churchgoers to the beliefs and ways 
of the Oxford Group movement. The Oxford Group 
people profess unlimited faith and unlimited hap- 
piness. If they find comfort in their faitih, who can 
dispute their wisdom, even though the Founder of 
Christianity never held happiness out as a tempta- 
tion to discipleship. 

While the Oxford Group movement was conduct- 
ing packed meetings of churchgoers—-the papers 
estimated nightly attendances of 8,000—the City 
Council were discussing alleged abuses of tax 
exemption of church property. 

One congregation, owning three choice corner 
properties in the down-town district claimed ex- 
emption on all three, assessed respectively at $100,- 
000, $119,500 and $191,400. One property is said to 
have been sold to a millionaire land investor, who 
is having it carried in the name of the church to 
evade taxes. He is letting the building free to a 
former unfrocked clergyman to conduct services in. 

Some of the city fathers used the ‘word “racket” 
in discussing the 50 per cent increase in the number 
of religious edifices, since exemption was granted 
in 1929. They say the racket is worked by land- 
owners who erect a two by four building for 
alleged religious services on land they are carrying, 
and claim tax exemption. 

Perhaps the Oxford Group Movement is wise in 
seeking to make converts among the church people, 
despite the old proverb about the folly of preaching 
to the converted

Shrewd observers have noted that morals are 
pretty much a matter of latitude and longitude. 
Morals are rooted in economics. Hence the man who 
kills his aged parent, who can no longer hunt, is 
held in honor among the Eskimo, just as we hold 
in honor the man who provides well for his aged 
parents and keeps them from being a charge on 
the public. 

The depression has brought two changes into 
public life, in face of opposition formerly made on 
moral grounds. Ottawa is considering a sweepstake 
law for the relief of taxes. Under it provinces 
desirous of raising moneys for hospital purposes 
could do so. Hospital associations which previously 
refused to approve sweepstakes, since funds have 
been hard to get from the public purse, have 
changed their attitude. The consideration of the 
sweepstake measure is clearly a consequence of 
the depression. 

The other advance is that made by British Col- 
umbia which adopts Alberta’s methods for sterilisa- 
tion of the mentally unfit. Bith governments and 
opposition approved the proposed measure upon 
learning that had a sterilisation law been in effect 
several years ago, the provincial mental hospital at 
Essondale would only have 600 patients instead of 
the 2600 it now houses. 

Previously the procreative powers of an imbecile 
were regarded as something very sacred, just as 
imbecility is still regarded in Arabia as sacred. 
Proposals to enact a sterilisation law met with 
powerful opposition on moral and religious grounds, 
Inability to balance the Budget, and a growing tax 
burden, has changed the moral outlook, so that 
the breeding of imbeciles is no longer sacrosanct 

Economies affect personal morals. If every man 
in Canada was as wealthy as our present Premier, 
more men would adopt his view that sweepstake 
winnings ought to be confiscated to the state.

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Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 
TOMATO JUICE HAS MUCH HEALTH VALUE 

A few years ago no one had heard of tomato 
juice; now in the canned form it is one of the best 
sellers in the grocery stores. Many of my readers 
wish to know if it all right to use tomato juice in 


place of orange juice in the diet and for fasting, as | 
oranges are expensive in some regions. The answer 
is: “Yes, tomato juice may be used as a substitute 
for the citrus fruits in the diet as it contains prac- 
| 


tically the same mineral elements and vitamins.” 

There are many good brands of tomato juice on 
the market. All of them are good if the label 
states “tomato juice.” Curiously enough the home 
canned tomatoes are not as satisfactory as the 
commercially canned variety because it is difficult 
to use processes at home that exclude oxygen dur- 
ing the canning, and, therefore, some of the vitamin 
C, which is so abundant in tomato juice, may be 
destroyed. 

Tomato juice contains three vitamins but is 
especially rich in vitamin C, being one of our best 
sources and the equal of oranges, lemons and grape- 
fruit. Most other foods which contain this vitamin, 
when cooked or canned, partly lose their vitamin 
content, but this is not true with the canned to- 
matoes for the juice and the vitamin has been 
found to be still present four years after canniing. 
Vitamin C is required to prevent scurvy and to 
maintain normal vigor. I believe that one of the 
reasons so many people feel an improvementon 
the tomato juice fast is that they, therefore, get 
a@ great abundance of this vitamin. A lack of it is 
thought to produce a weak, run-down feeling. To- || 
matoes and theeir juice are good for making the 
body more alkaline. They should be used by those 
troubled with acidosis. I do not know of any other 
food that can be as safely carried on long journeys 
or for extended periods of time that will supply | 
vitamin C as well and in as appetizing a form | 
as canned tomatoes or tomato juice. | 


Tomatoes, like other acid fruits, contain organic 
acide which seem to act as mild digestive tonics | 
and encourage normal intestinal tone. While fasting 
on tomato juice, the elimination of toxic wastes is 
encouraged and at the same time the body is sup- | 
plied with an abundance of alkaline-forming 
minerals which have been lacking. Somee of the | 
disorders benefited by the tomato juice fast are: 1) 
diabetes, rheumatism, liver and gall bladder | 
troubles, acidosis, flatulency, as well as many other 
chronic derangements. 

Because of its low sugar content it often proves 
superior in the diet to fruits containing sugar, To- 
mato juice does not need to be reserved for fasting 
alone but it makes a pleasing addition to the diet 
at any time with non-starchy meals. It is especially 
valuable when taken before breakfast as a nourish- 
ing drink or between meals, Children should be 
given either tomato juice or orange juice regularly 
to provide vitamin C, and they need one or the 
other every day. There area number of ways that | 
tomato juice may be served; ii may be used either 
cold or hot or a small amount of lemon juice may 
be added to make a tomato juice cocktail. For a 
change you might try a small dish of frozen tomato 
juice at the beginning of a meal. The juice also 
makes an excellent sauce in which to cook meat or 
fish. I feel sure that you will find many other user 
for tomato juice once you know of its great value 
and its proper use will bring a marked improve- || 
ment in your vitality and well being.

ANSWER: Chewing tobacco is far from being | 
a healthful habit and besides discolors the teeth | 
and makes them unsightly, and for a person as 
young as you are this should be quite a considera- 
tion, To overcome this bad habit I would suggest 
that you go on a fasting and dieting regimen such 
as outlined in my Cleansing Diet Course.

“Sanity in Art” goven by Mr. J. 
Van der Gracht to the members of | 
the Women's University Club at.

the history of art through the ages. 


Art is the expression of men’s in- 
telligence and is linked to the in- 
dividual conception of life. Mr 
Van der Gracht said. It is founded | 
on an ideal, and to appreciate the 
work of the old masters one should 
try to analyze and understand their |

Referring to the art of the ancient 
Greeks, Mr. Van der Gracht spoke 
of the culture which was centred 
in the expression of beauty in the | 
human body. The Romans took 
their culture from the Greeks. In | 
the arts of both of the peoples of 
antiquity there much that is 
crude, mediocre and obscene, but 
there is nothing to indicate that the 
artists were ever mentally unbal- 
anced. 

Speaking of what we now call the 
“Dark Ages,” Mr. Van der Gracht 
called attention to the marvelous 
works of art at the time, both in 
painting and in architecture. It was 
a time of most vigorous Christian- 
ity, and at that time art was at its 
height.
